1 he present invention aM simplifies 
steps bv which bmeis need to go through to obtain financing credit through a Business to 
Business internet exchange porta!, by requiring buyers to onh fsli out one credit torm 
rather than multiple ones to obtain "financing flooring" lines that can be used to transact 
through an internet exchange postal 1 he present inv ention permits huvej-' to manage 
csedit lines and use credit to pa} for exchange purchases from within the internet 
exchange portal rather than access an external poitaL therebs ssmpiifving purchase 
through the portal (See Summarv oi the Invention, page 4. line l l > p. 5. line 4).

Those missing elements shon that the differences between the 
combined teachings in the art and the recitations in the claims are great. -\s such, the 
pending claims are not a predictable variation of the art to one of ordinal} skill in the art. 

By was of example, independent claims 1 , l ). and I "7 recite reeei\ ing a sol of 
financial applications at an internet, exchange porta!. These claims then tecite "generating 
a generic financing application from the set of applications/* Maxwell does not teach os 
suggest these recitations. The Office Action cites Maxwell at column X. lines 1 V2o tor 
alleged!} teaching these recitations. Applicants respect! ullx disagree 

Column 8, lines 13-26 in Maxwell teaches how a user enter-* data into a data 
collection form. As noted m the oxerxiew of Maxweff a user is imtialk presented with a 
data collection form (*>. 50-5 1 ) i he user enters daia into this form, and the data is stored 
in a storage medium (V: 52-5 Oils data is used to populate other forms that the usci 
encounters o\er the internet < ( >: 54-5bV Nowhere Joes Maxwell teach or suggest 
"generating a generic financing application from the set of applications." 

First. Maxwell stores the data in a storage medium. Maxwell nexer states or even 
suggests that this storage medium is a "generic application.'" In other wouls. Maxwell 
nexet states or suggests that the data generates a "generic application." Again. Maxwell 
stores this data and creates icons (see 11' 1 -2 > ) Storing data and creating icons is not 
"generating a generic application;" 

1-or at kast these reasons, independent claims 1 . 9. and 1 7 and thur dependent 
claims arc allowable oxer Maxxxeil 

Second, the claims recite that the generic application is genesafed from a set of 
applications. !n other words, a "set ot applications" geneiates die generic application. Bx 
complete eonttas!. Maxwell nexer uses a set of applications to generate another 
application. Maxwell uses data cnteied into a data collection form to create icons. These 
icons are used to populate subsequent fornix that a user eneouniets on the internet W here 
is the set of applications in Maxwell that generates anoihu' application? I hex do not 
exist. Again, mrwhete does Maxwell teach or even suggest whatsoever that a set of 
applications is used to generate a generic application. In Maxx\e!L a user manual!} drags 
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icons into a lotm to populate the Ibim The form in Mavncll is nor generated from a 
sat of applications, hut generated from a user dragging icons into the form.

Vgaim the I xaminer is ignoring recitations express!} recited in the claims. The 
citation to In rc IhtlK-rn ts not teiated to the present issues. The Examine is using >v 
/ W/v/ 1: as a wa\ to ignore recitations m a claim. ! he Examiner has misconstrued the 
teachings in this ease Applicants respectful!} ask the Board of Appeals to weigh all 
words actually tccitcd in the claims. 

C laim Rejections: 35 I'Sf § 103<a) 

Claims ^~6. 11-14. and 1^-22 are rejected under ^5 USC § 105(a) as being 
unpatentable o\ui r.sPN 6.58^.290 f Maxwell ) in \ icw of I 1 SEN 6.:08,97« f Sinclair). As 
noted m section V. Maxwell lai!s to teach or suggest all the elements of the independent 
claim-*. Sinclair fails to cute the deficiencies o) Maxwell 1 bus. lot at least the reasons 
gi\en above in connection with the independent claims, the respective dependent claims 
are allow able o\u Maxwell and Sinclair
